PONTOON BEACH .— The vil- 
lage’s plan to buy land and hire 
a “‘‘clerk’’ was forced into the 
open by two trustees at a recon- 
vened meeting Friday night. 

Trustees Loren Madison and 


: Don Rea made sure the public 


knew board members were con- 
sidering employing a developer 
as “clerk of the works’ for the 
proposed Chouteau Trace I area. 
At the meeting's close, Attorney 
Keith Jensen was directed to 
rewrite the proposed hiring plan. 

A heated exchange Friday 
preceded the proposal’s rejec- 
tion. The hiring had been dis- 
cussed behind closed doors Tues- 
day, 

Madison and Rea criticized 
the appointment and contractual, 
arrangement for the unnamed 
“clerk of the works.” They also 
opposed the village authorizing a 
$3.5 million bond issue to finance 
the infrastructure of Chouteau 


Rate opponents

Township Hall on Thursday night to discuss 
issues surrounding recent IP rates and an offer 
by IP to level summer and winter rates. 

It was the second such meeting this month. 

Larry Martin, a Granite City:resident is spear- 
“heading, an .anti-rate increase petition drive, 
announced that about 11,000 area residents had bo 
far signed a petition calling for a rollback of an 

cent IP rate increase this year. 
nother petition organizer, Bill Zinn, said he 
had collected about 8,000 local signatures on a 
similar petition. Zinn said he expected to collect

about 135,000 signatures statewide. 
The effects of the’ rate increas

Thomas Willcut, who owns Dupli-Print Interna- 
tional on Madison Avenue, said the increase 
makes it difficult for businesses in the city to 
survive. He said IP does not consider small firms 
when the company requests large increases. 

“The thing that is worrying me most .. is the 
vacant stores. Llinois Power doesn’t worry about 
this. Our community will be like East St. Louis 


in a few years,” Willcut said.

Westmoreland one-way 
opposed by residents

GRANITE CITY — A move to 
reverse a decision that made a 
section of Westmoreland Drive 
(from Keith Drive southward) 
one way is being spearheaded by 
a nearby resident. 

Linda Morlan, of 3019 Mock- 
ingbird Lane, near Westmore- 
land, has presented a petition 
with 183 signatures signed main- 
ly. by residents of Westmoreland, 
Mockingbird and Parkview and 
Lockhaven drives and Steele- 
erest, Bluebird and Whippoorwill 
lanes. 

The petition asks the City 
Council to rescind the council’s 
13-0 Aug. 18 decision making 
about two blocks of Westmore- 
land one way, from its intersec- 
tion with Keith Drive to its inter- 
section with Parkview Drive. _ 

“Morlan also said many resi- 
dents oppose another proposal to 
close Westmoreland Drive, from 
Keith Drive to. Mockingbird 
Lane, to through traffic. Such a 
proposal, supported by Sixth 
Ward Alderwoman Judy Whitak- 
ery; was put on. first reading at 






























the Aug. 18 meeting. 

Morlan said she considers both 
proposals an attempt to make 
Westmoreland a private street. 
She said this creates inconve- 
nience for other drivers. 

“We object to this. This is a 

ublic street and other people 












ve a right to use it. This is not 
Beverly lls. This is Granite 
City,” Morlan told the City 








Council on Tuesday. ‘“‘I have 
never seen such blatant snob- 
bery in all my life.”’ 

Morlan said she has talked 
-with a number of Westmoreland 
residents who oppose Whitaker’s 
one-way ordinance and the no- 
through-traffic proposal. 

Changing Westmoreland to 
one-way and the traffic ban pro- 
posal were intended to stop 
growing commuter traffic in the 
area and protect playing chil- 
dren, Whitaker said. 

She said she has worked on 
the proposals for two years in 
response to.complaints from _res- 
idents about ic problems on 
the street, which is in her ward.

“‘We’ll be gone no longer than 
10 minutes,’’ Rea said.

“I am totally Gpposed to Tax 
Increment Financing for Pon- 
toon Beach. I don’t believe it 
applies,” Rea said after the 
meeting. 

“In Granite City it's different. 
They are using it to restore the 
tax base and from what I know 
from the way it’s being managed 
it is very good. 

“In Pontoon Beach it’s vacant 
land, 68 acres of agricultural 
land, devoid of all utilities, 
streets and sewers. I have the 
figures to bring this (the cost) to 
the voters before the bond issue 
is voted. 

“They want us to acquire the 
land to build the streets and 
easements for dra utilities 
and storm sewers. 
to buy about three acres for a 
little over $380,000. That’s over 
$100,000 an acre. I think it’s 
absurd. 

“Current assessed valuation of 
that property is about $11,000 
with tax revenue of about $750,"’ 
Rea said.

A drastic increase in the num- 
ber of traffic accidents at Illinois 
111 and State Aid 35 has_resulted 
in the remoyal of two traffic 
control signs and a change in the 
traffic cycle at the intersection.

Police Chief Chet-Ballew, the 
incidence of accidents atthe 
intersection took a marked 
upturn shortly after the signs

“From January of thisyear 
through March, we _ had five 
accidents there,’’ Ballew.said. 
“Since March, there have been 
24 or 25 accidents there through 
yesterday (Aug. 27).”"

MetroLink gets initial 
Bi-State endorsement

Prospects. for rapid transit 
across this metropolitan area 
received a boost Friday as the 
Bi-State Development Agency 
approved a resolution endorsing 
an initial light rail. dine linking 
East St. Louis with Lambert Air- 
port. i 

Further, the board resolution 
said, the agency ‘‘will commit to 
be the operator” of the light rail 
system once funding sources are 


inteed. 

Federal funds for the project 
are expected to be released 
soon, enabling construction on 
MetroLink to start by next fall, 
said one Bi-State spokesman. 

The resolution was introduced 
by Illinois commissioner Ken- 
neth L. Evers and quickly sec- 
onded by commissioner Pat .Wat- 
kins, who called for the agency 
to make a “firm commitment’ 
in support of the proposed light 
rail systern. 

Agency board members initial- 
ly voted down the motion,’ sever- 
al saying the proposal was pre- 
mature. However, on a second 
vote called for by Missouri com- 
missioner Thomas Purcell, the 
resolution was approved over- 
whelmingly. 

While the resolution has no 
binding effect on either the agen- 
cy or other authorities involved 


with MetroLink, its ie puts 
Bi-State in the torettont of jose 
committed to development of 
rapid transit for the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 


Discussion of Bi-State’s 
involvement with MetroLink was 
precipitated “by information 
int luced by Bi-State Executive 
Director R. Raleigh D’Adamo. 

A policy board — composed of 
Bi-State board members, a 
semi-autonomous board, or a 
completely autonomous commis- 
sion — will oversee completion 
of the rapid transit system, he 
said. “‘All (three governing agen- 
cies ate) legally possible.” 


At this point Evers introduced 
his resolution committing Bi- 
State involvement to MetroLink. 
Any other approach -could prove 
‘“‘cumbersome,’’ the former 
Edwardsville mayor said. 


The approved resolution also 
states ‘‘the most efficient and 
effective way of completion of 
the design and construction is 
for Bi-State to assume these 
roles.”* 


Approved motions must 
receive a_ majority vote from 
both the Illinois and Missouri 
board members to become effec- 
tive. Initially, only the Ilinois 
board members voted their 
approval. 





Lewis, Clark Park 
now part of trail 


The Lewis and Clark Park 
near Mitchell became a part of 
the Lewis and Clark National 
Historic Trail on Aug. 14. 

State Sen. Sam Vadalabene 
and members of the Lewis and 
Clark Society of St. Louis, St. 
Charles and Wood River atten 
ed the ceremony on the park 
grounds. 

Jon James of the National 

Service presented the cer- 
tificate to ranger Matthew 
Migalla, representing the Ilinois 
Historic Preservation Agency 

In_1978, Congress established 
the Lew and Clark Trail as a 
national historic trail, James 


‘The National Park Service 
regards the Lewis «and Clark 
expedition as one of. the most 
significant events in United 
States history,’’ he told the 
group. 

“By their exploration of the 
boundaries beyond the Mississip- 
pi, AmericarfS became aware of 
the scope of their new land.” 

Vadalabene is an active sup- 
porter of the Lewis and Clark 
Society. ‘‘We got the monument; 
we got the road; eventually. 
we'll get Camp DuBois (a repli 
ca of the original camp's build- 
ings),’’ he said. 

The Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion spent a winter and trained 
at Camp DuBois, near the con- 
fluence of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, before starting 
the journey to the Patific. 

A visitors’ center fér the park 
is still planned, said Vadalabene, 
who will introduce a bill to add 
a 39-acre tract to the park. ‘The 
farm acreage adjoining the park 
boundary is for sale. 

“[’m always amazed to hear 
of the troubles that the Lewis 
and Clark expedition had,” Vad- 
alabene grinned. ‘‘But you ought 
te sae: ie problems in Spring- 
field.””

The planned hiking/biking trail, 
along a 160-mile abandoned rail- 
road line, follows the Missouri 
River from east of St. Charles to 
Rocheport, Mo. 

George, a volunteer at the St. 
Louis Gateway Arch, said the 
trail also attracts many interna- 
tional ‘itors. 

“Our three groups, working 
with cheapie throughout the 
country, hope to see the trail 
established so that vi 
follow it from .this 
Pacific Ocean,” she said. 

Robert Colter, president of the 
Wood River Lewis and Clark 
Historical Society, has a two-fold 
interest in- the famed explorers. 

Colter is an American history 
buff and a descendant of John 
Colter, a hunter and-scout who 
accompanied Lewis and Clark in 
their exploration of the West. 

Born in Pennsylvania, Robert 
Colter joined the historical soci- 
ety after moving to East Alton. 
The construction of the Gateway 
Arch sparked his interest in 
learning more about his ancestor 
and the little band of ‘pioneers 
who began their exploration 
after spending the winter in Illi- 
noi: 

John Colter didn’t return 
with the explorers,’’ Colter said. 

He stayed on in the West, one 
of the first mountain men. He 
traveled through Yellowstone 
and the Tetons. Colter Bay is 
named after him.’" 

Now that Lewis and Clark 
Park has been included in the 
National Historic Trail, markers 
will be placed by the National 
Park Service, Colter said 

Other sites on the trail include 
Fort Mandan in Norti Dakota, 
and Fort Clatsop in Oregon.

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Expand reporting of °: 
child abuse, neglect * 


SPRINGFIELD Gov. 
James R. Thompson has signed 
legislation expanding the number 
of state employees required to 
report suspected cases of child 
abuse or neglect, to the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services (DCFS). 

‘“‘Many state agencies, not 
only 1 'S caseworkers, come in 
contact with abused children, 
and all have a_responsibility to 
report instances of suspected 
abuse or neglect,’ Thompson 
said. ‘‘Not all children can speak 
for themselves, and all of us 
must be their protectors.”” 

House Bill 2872 adds Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation “Services . 
personnel, including hotline, 
domestic violence and recre- 
ational program staff, to the list 
of mandated reporters. 

House Bill 478 requires 
Department of Public Aid case- 
workers to check on the suitabil- 
ity of the home and status of the 
health of any children at the 
home during visits. It also 
requires reporting any evidence 
of abuse or neglect to DCFS. 

“Many of those staff members 
already report suspected abuse 
or neglect as a course of habit, 
but these bills will make the 
requirement clear to all 
involved,"” Thompson said _ in a 
signing ceremony during Youth 
Day at the Illinois State Fair. 
HB 478 is effective Jan. 1, 1988. 
HB 2872 is effective immediate- 
ly. 

In addition, Thompson signed 
other legislation: 

* House Bill 464 clarifies 
autopsy protocol for coroners 
and pathologists by requiring 
those conducting autopsies -in 
suspected child abuse cases to 
report the findings to DCF'S. The 
bill also requires that all sus- 
pected cases of sudden infant 
death syndrome be reported to 
the Statewide Sudden Infant 
Death Syndrome Program. 

It is effective immediately. 

* House Bill 523 permits judg- 
es in sex offense trials ta 
exclude from the courtroom any- 
one without a direct interest in 
cases where the victim is under 
the age of 18. Currently, the vic- 
tim must be under 13 years old 
for the exclusions to be permit- 
ted. News media representatives 
cannot be excluded. It is effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1988. 

* HB 2162 creates an ‘‘emer- 
gency permit"’ provision for 
licensed child care facilities that 
receive children from a child 
care facility closed temporarily 
as a result of a natural disaster. 
The provision will allow the 
DCFS flexibility in the event of a 
rare occurrence involving a_nat- 
ural aster like a fire. It is 
effective Jan. 1, 1988. 

bd 2328 amends the Drug 
Paraphernalia Control Act to 
provide that any person 18 or 
older who sells drug parapherna- 
lia to a rson under 18 is guiity 
of a -Class A misdemeanor, 
which carries a penalty of up to 
one year imprisonment and a 
fine of $1,000. Sales to adults 
continue to be a business offense 
carrying a penalty of $1,000 for 
each item.
